New School Crisis 


The Fulton County Board of Educa- 
tion and Supt. Paul West outlined yes- 
terday a school building program for 
1955-56 that will cost $3,500,000. A bond 
election has been called for Jan. 26 to 
finance the program. 

The proposed construction is part of 
the continuing struggle to bring the 
Fulton County school system to the 
“adequate” stage, although it covers only 
the minimum needs for the next two 
years. 

Actually, $1,500,000 additional is 
needed to begin other projects within the 
next two years, but this must wait for 
another building program to be started 
as soon as the bond potential justifies it. 


Included in the proposed building 
project are two new high schools, one at 
Sandy Springs that must be completed 
by September, 1956, and another at 
Headland Drive, East Point. 

New elementary schools are proposed 
for Hapeville, Alpharetta, Mt. Vernon 
Highway and Powers Ferry Road, Her- 
schel V. Lee Highway area, and Red 
Oak area. Additions are slated for Sand- 
town and College Park Negro school. 

The Fulton schools are crowded be- 
yond capacity despite three building pro- 
grams since 1945. Enrollment continues 
to increase at the rate of about 1,200 
annually. The school population still is 
growing at a rate faster than the build- 
ing program has been able to absorb 
it. 

That simply is why another building 
program must be undertaken now. Un- 
less it is started in two years the county 
will lack classroom facilities for about 
2,000 students. 

The county’s building program has 
been extensive. Everyone desérves to be 
congratulated on the progress already 
made. Congratulations are in order, too, 
for economy in building. The record since 
1945 shows that buildings have been 
equipped at a cost of 35.8 per cent less 
for elementary schools and 32.7 per cent 
less for high schools than the national 
average. 

The economic growth of Fulton Coun- 
ty is expected to continue. With it, how- 
ever, must come a.continued growth of its 
public institutions such as schools. The 
proposed bond issue is within the county’s 
capacities. 

The citizens of Fulton County, as 
well as all counties with similar prob- 
lems, must make up their minds to do 
everything they possibly can to meet 
the needs of their children. Support of 
this bond issue is mandatory for those 
who have the future of these children in 
mind.

When Chips Are Down, 
Britain Sides With U.S. 


In spite of periodic differences, based 
on internal politics and conflicting na- 
tional interests, the evidence of basic soli- 
darity between the United States and 
Great Britain is highly encouraging. 

As long as this can be maintained, the 
great English-speaking alliance will re- 
main the most powerful coalition working 
to maintain the peace of the world. 

The United States is grateful for the 
wholehearted support voiced in London 
Monday by Foreign Secretary Sir An- 
thony Eden. In the face of a determined 
challenge by the Laborites, the British 
government aligned itself with the 
United States in the U.N. debate over 
the fate of 13 United States’ fliers held 
captive by the Chinese Reds. 

Sir Anthony also aligned Britain in 
full support of the American mutual 
security pact with Formosa, bitterly op- 
posed by the Laborites. Even though they 
have disagreed frequently with our 
attitude toward Communist China, when 
the chips are down the British are found 
again on our side. 

During his birthday celebration—that 
coincided with the opening of Parlia- 
ment—Prime Minister Churchill voiced 
his great hope for continued Anglo-U:S. 
cooperation. He continues to see in such 
solidarity a bulwark of strength that can 
preserve the world from aggressive com- 
munism. 

It is most encouraging to see Sir An- 
thony Eden, Churchill’s probable suc- 
cessor, of the same mind. It assures a 
continuation of present and past policies 
that are proving successful without a 
third world war.

Carriers are float- 
ing airfields capable of hit and run 
tactics, and the elements of flexibility 
and surprise are built into their keels. 
Right now we need them.

Hospital Facilities for South Fulton Urged; 
Will Serve Most Heavily Populated Area 


Hapeville—Regarding your edi- 
torial, “‘Let One Authority Build 
The Hospitals."’ There is no ‘‘au- 
thority’’ now set up which can now 
build and operate a hospital to 
serve all the population of ‘“‘pay”’ 
and “‘indigent’’ patients as the 
“Hospital Law (336-1941)"’ now di- 
vides the citizens of Georgia. 


No one group of persons or of- 
ficials of Fulton County is re- 
sponsible for the situation in the 
matter of location of hospitals. The 
annexation of Milton and Camp 
bell counties created an enlarged 
area of responsibility where no 
hospital facilities existed. 

The Fulton-DeKalb Hospital Au- 
thority was created to minister to 
just one area of our population; 
viz, the indigent and emergency- 
accident patients. 

South of an east-west line along 
Memorial Drive, more than one 
half the population of Fulton Coun- 
ty live. There is not a hospital in 
the area (Piedmont is moving out). 
South of the new Atlanta boundary 
there live 100,000 Fulton citizens. 
From 1940 to 1950, U.S. Census, 
“Old Atlanta’’ increased 6.2 per 
cent—Fulton as a whole 19.5 per 
cent—while South Fulton increased 
60 per cent. 

We know we need a hospital, 
now. The county commissioners 
agree. The Fulton-DeKalb Hospital 
Authority agrees and promises if 
we can build to give us a contract 
permitting us to treat indigents 
and receive pay from Grady for 
the service rendered. 

This will enable us to secure

For example, two members of the Eisenhower cabinet recently 
met with the press and reported on the administration’s anxiety 
about the economic condition of Asia and the government's de- 


cision to do something about it. 

Today, however, the secretary 
of the treasury. George M. Hum- 
phrey, held a press conference and 
said there wasn't any administra- 
tion decision to do anything new 
about Asia. It was, he said, mere- 
ly in the talk-stage, and he added 
that, anyway, this wasn’t the time 
to talk about it. 

An even better example — just 
to show that confusion is biparti- 
san — were the weekend state- 
ments by the “titular head of the 
Democratic Party,’’ Adlai E. Stev- 
enson of Illinois, and the new Dem- 
ocratic National Committee chair- 


man, Paul M. Butler of South 
Bend, Ind. 

Stevenson said in New Orleans 
Saturday night: 


“T foresee ... as a consequence 
of the election the beginning of a 
restoration of responsibility in our 
discussion of public affairs .. . 
power which comes legitimately, 
as ours has, can be responsibly 
exercised, with reason, patience, 
prudence and wisdom.” 

There was growing evidence, 
said Butler, that the President 
lacked the capacity to govern and 
unite the American people. ‘‘A mil- 
itary background,”’ he added, “‘is 
not a complete preparation for 
the presidency.” 

Stevenson and some other Dem- 
ocratic leaders want to operate 
on the assumption that what is 
good for the country is good for 
the Democratic Party. 

They think the seriousness of the 


times demands such a line. More-, 


over, they believe that any policy 
of attacking Eisenhower personal- 
ly — and particularly of charg- 
ing him with inability to govern 


a : 


and unite the country — is the 
one thing. probably the only thing, 
that would induce him to run 
again in 1956. 

Other politicians in the Demo- 
cratic Party regard this line of 
talk as one of the biggest political 
booby-traps on the horizon. 

They reject the assumption that 
the President wants to quit. They 
assert that he has shifted ground 
on every major political decision 
of his career, and that, while he 
may think he wants to quit now, 
he will be talked into running, 

Consequently, they argue, he 
must not be given any special im- 
munity. The Democrats should not 
oppose him just for the sake of 
opposing him, but they should at- 
tack him directly for his failures, 
and stop trying to blame Dulles, 
or Benson or Brownell for the 
things that go wrong. 

For, this group of Democrats 
proclaim, if the Stevenson line is 
followed, the President will be in 
a position to benefit personally

The state sold 478,000 combina- 
tion hunting and fishing licenses 
last year, as compared with 196,- 
000 for 1950 when the $7.75 licenses 
were in effect. 

In a discussion of other finances 
Tuesday, Commission members fa- 
vored giving up a revenue source 
which produces about $20,000 an- 
nually.

Is it true that Catholics con- 


jJlegimate? 

No. It is church law that the 
wedding of a Catholic must be' 
performed in the presence of a 
priest and two witnesses. In the 
case of non-Catholics, the church 
recognizes the sacredness and 
binding nature of all ceremonies 
which mark ‘the conjugal union 
of man and woman, contracted 
between two qualified persons, 
which obliges them to live to- 
gether throughout life.” 

Does the church forbid inter- 
marriage? 

Yes. But while never approving 
of mixed marriages, the church 
for a serious reason will lift the 
ban provided (a) the non-Catholic 
party agrees in writing not to 
interfere with the religion of the 
Catholic; (b) both parties agree 
to have all children baptized and 
brought up as Catholics, and (c) 
there is moral certainty that the 
promises will be kept. 


Is a Catholic _ Permitted to get 
a divorce? 

Catholics believe that marriage, 
by its nature, must be a contract 
“till death do us part.” The 
church does not recognize any 
absolute divorce between a couple 
who are validly married, where 
one or the other would be free 
to marry again. 


SEPARATION 


For good reasons (infidelity, 
cruelty) the church may approve 
separation from bed and board. 
In such cases, a Catholic may be 
permitted to get a civil divorce 
in order to satisfy some legal re- 
quirement. He may not, however 
remarry during the lifetime of 
the other party. 

In cases where the church has 
decreed nullity—where, according 


Massachusetts, not by Catholic 
but by Protestant legislators), 
Catholics will vote in accordance 
with their consciences. 


RHYTHM METHOD 


Can one really expect an Amer- 
ican to vote for a practice which 
he believes is against the law of 
God? 

“Natural” birth control—the so- 
called rhythm theory—is _ per- 
mitted (as the Pope recently 
stated) in cases where undue 
medical or economic hardship 
makes family limitation impera- 
tive. 

His Holiness, along with con- 
demning artificial birth control, 
urged that the nations make 
greater efforts to support the 
present population of the world 
by opening underpopulated areas 
to immigration, by increasing 
food production, by sharing tech- 
nical advances with the have-not 
nations and by developing more 
natural resources. 

What actually happens in con- 
fession? Can a Catholic gain ab- 
solution for a sin, repeat the 
same sin and receive absolution 
repeatedly ? 

Confessions are usually heard 
in the boxlike ‘‘confessionals”’ 
found in every Catholic church. 
It is dark inside. Sometimes you 
can see the priest dimly, but 
often a white cloth is tacked to 
the grille separating priest and 
penitent.

Millions ure spent on their 
parochial schools by Catholics. 
If they were closed down, many 
Americans would soon feel the 
difference in school taxes. Be- 
sides supporting their own 
schools, Catholics pay their full 
share of public-school taxes, as 
cheerfully as taxes are ever paid, 
because they believe that free 
public education should be avail- 
able to all Americans who want it 
for their children. 

Catholics have not sought sup- 
port for their schools from public 
funds. When there was a question 
of providing such “‘auxiliary 
aids’’ as bus rides and school 
lunches from federal funds, Cath- 
olics asked that their children— 
not their schools!—share in the 
benefits. 

Parochial schools actually 
mean lower taxes for everybody 
—because Catholics do not use 
the schools they pay for. If there

as a moral teacher. When books, 
| plays, movies, etc., are forbidden, 
"lit is because it is the church’s 
judgment that, for the ordinary

standing or a challenge to faith 
which he is not equipped to han- 


dle.

In the case of clearly obscene 
books, there is the added obliga- 
tion not to encourage immorality. 

When pornography is not the 
issue, a Catholic may ask for per- 
mission (from a representative of 
the local bishop) to read a for- 
bidden book or see a proscribed 
play. If it is felt he is sufficiently 
well-instructed to meet the chal- 
lenge to his faith, and there is 
good reason for his request, the 
permission is readily granted. 

Do Catholics believe in religious 
tolerance? 

American Catholics believe in 
and practice religious tolerance, 
as their Protestant and Jewish 
neighbors amply testify. There 
are bigots in the church, as 
in every group, but this is a psy- 
chological failing of individuals, 
not something that derives from 
Catholic belief. 

In certain Catholic countries 
(as in a few Protestant countries), 
religious tolerance is not whole- 
heartedly accepted as a political 
idea. On the other hand, the 
Catholic can point to a country 
like Eire, where not long ago a 
Protestant was elected President. 
Even in the United States, it is 
doubtful whetker a Catholic, or a 
Jew, could reach the White House. 

Often by “religious tolerance” 
is understood something more 
properly called ‘“‘religious indif- 
ferentism’’—the idea that ‘‘one 
religion is as good (or as bad) as 
another.’’ This is a proposition 
which Catholics cannot accept. It 
should not be imposed on Ameri- 
can citizens as a test of patriotism 
—especially in the name of tol- 
erance;

Because of a personnel shortage and a 
certain amount of red tape, the Georgia 
Highway Department right now has more 
money available than it is able to spend on roads.

The talk of federal aid toll 
roads caused the discussion. A 
toll read opponent cited the lat- 
est report from the Federal Bu- 
reau of Public Roads, and then 
asked: “If the state isn’t able 
to spend all the money it is get- 
ting now, why should we think 
of federal aid toll roads?” 


We looked at the money cited 
in the federal report, and it 
really looked like a big backlog 
of unused money. was piling up 
for Georgia. 

The Feleral Bureau of Public 
Roads report as of Sept. 30, 1954 
showed Georgia with $22,761,000 
in federal allocations which 
haven't even been put on a state 
program yet. It showed $10,753.- 
000 which is programmed, but 
for which plans haven’t been ap- 
proved. And, it showed $5,532,000‘ 
for approved plans, on which 
construction hasn’t yet started. 
Since Georgia matches federal 
aid, the man doubled all these 
figures and came up with the 
startling sum of $77,834,000 which 
isn’t being used on Georgia high- 
ways. 

That is more than a year’s in- 
come for the highway depart- 
ment. We asked officials why the 
state isn’t moving faster and 
using all this money. 

Their answer was this: 

All the money shown on paper 
isn't actually available. 

The federal government is 
counting a year ahead on pro- 


partment, says the state cash 
isn’t put up until the contractor 
is ready to go to work. The 
budget commission and highway 
board don’t\tie up cash on plans. 

There is a delay. It isn’t the 
fault of contractors. Indeed, there 
are enough contractors to build 
roads twice as fast as Georgia 
now is building them. 


The delay is caused by a short- 
age of planning and engineering 
personnel, aside from the normal 
causes of delay such as obtaining 
rights-of-way, etc. 

The gap between appropria- 
tions and construction is being 
narrowed as Georgia steps up its 
construction program to one of 
the highest in the nation. But, 
when the enlarged federal aid 
program begins next July, the 
highway department will need 
additional personnel if it is to 
place roads under construction 
as rapidly as the money becomes 
available.
